NINETEEN STATES 
GET BEER TONIGHT 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 6—In 19 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia sale of beer containing 3.2 per 
cent alcohol by weight (4 per cent 
by volume) becomes legal at one 
minute after midnight tonight. 

Brewers in some of those states 
plan to deliver beer as soon as it 
becomes legal. Others, ruling out 
jubilee parties at midnight, say 
beer will not be delivered much be- 
fore breakfast time. 

The 19 states in which beer be- 
comes legal at 12:01 a. m. are Ari- 
zona, California, Colorado, Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Montana, Nevada, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, “Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Washington and Wisconsin. 

Six other states have set specific 
later dates for the legalization of 
beer. They are Louisiana, April 
13; Vermont, May 1; North Caroli- 
na, May 1; Wvoming, May 18; West 
Virginia, June 9; and North Dako- 
ta, July 1. Still others have pro- 
posals pending to legalize beer. 

The regulations vary as to where 
and how beer can be sold. The 
price is expected to vary in dif- 
ferent places of sale. One price 
quoted frequently in New York 
was $1.60 wholesale for a case of 
24 bottles.

Survivors at White House 
Doubt Cause of Wreck

WASHINGTON, April 6—The 


three survivors of the wrecked air- 
ship Akron told their stories today 
to their Commander-in-Chief, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Shaking each by the hand, the 
President said: “I am thankful that 
you are here.” 

Bidding the men to sit in his of- 
fice, Mr. Roosevelt asked for their 
stories. 


Each of those saved by the Ger- 
man tanker Phoebus spoke in the 
highest terms of the German sail- 
ors who picked them up. 

Turning to Assistant Secretary 
Henry L. Roosevelt of the Navy, 
who escorted the men to the White 
House, the President suggested that 
something fitting be done for the 
captain and crew of the tanker and 
added that he would write a letter 
to the captain himself. 

For 12 minutes, Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Herbert V. Wiley and the 
two enlisted mén, Richard E. Deal 
and Moody E. Erwin gave their 
accounts to the President. Deal, 
who was also on the ill-fated Shen- 
andoah, had a cut on the face and 
his hand was wrapped in bandages. 

Speaks of Kind Providence. 

Commander Wiley, who respond- 
ed first to the suggestion for an 
account, said that Providence was 
“miraculously kind” to him. He 
said that actual danger to the ship 
did not exist for more than three 
minutes before the crash. 

Erwin said that after he grasped 
the life buoy thrown to him from 
the Phoebus, he lost consciousness. 
When he awoke six of the German 
crew were working on him. All 
three men again and again spoke 
their praise for the treatment and 
seamanship on the German rescue 
ship. , 

As the men left the President 
said they were deserving of any- 
thing the service could do and sug- 
gested that they receive furloughs 
for visits home. 

The survivors emphasized that 
no one was more anxious than they 
were for the complete story of what 
caused the crash and 72 deaths. 
However, they were doubtful if the 
exact cause ever would be deter- 
mined. 

The President did not question 
the survivors. 

Quietly entering the White House 
the three found themselves a cen< 
ter of unusual attention.

— Chair- 
man Glass og the Senate Banking 
Sub-Committee, which is framing 
permanent legislation to reform na- 
tional banking laws, announced to- 
day that his committee was near 
an agreement and would be able to 
report a bill within a few days. 

The subcommittee is understood 
to have agreed on the general terms 
of a provision for insuring deposits 
in Federal Reserve member banks, 
but not to have settled the details 
as to how large a percentage would 
be so guaranteed. 

It also was agreed to prohibit the 
payment of interest on demand de- 
posits in member banks, and to 
have written into the bill a pro- 
hibition against interlocking direc- 
torates: between banks and indus- 
trial corporations which would = 
vent banks having investment 
liates. 

Despite the reported attitude of 
President Roosevelt on branch 
banking, the subcommittee was re- 
ported to have agreed on a pro- 
vision similar to the one passed 
last session by the Senate to permit 
national banks to have branches in 
states which permit it by their own 
laws for state banks. 

Many administration leaders are 
convinced that there can be no per- 
manent economic recovery until 
the country again has complete 
faith in its banks and the bankers 
begin to grant credit. Since the 
banking holiday there has been 
great pressure on Congressmen 
from constituents, particularly in 
rural sections, for some sort of 
guarantee of deposits. 

Some of the questions which have 
arisen during the discussion of the 
plan is whether it should operate 
through a “liquidation corpora- 
tion;” what rate—one-half or one- 
quarter of 1 per cent of deposits— 
depositors should be charged for 
the insurance, and whether the de- 
posits should be guaranteed 300 per 
cent, 75 per cent or 50 per cent. 
Many congressiona! leaders favor a 
full 100 per cent guarantee.

of any reason why this bill should 
be passed,” Joffee said. “Its oppo- 
ments have been criticised, but not 
one word has been advanced as to 
.@ reason for any changes which 
this bill proposes in the utility law. 

“We have the right to inquire as 
to who is back of the bill 

“We had our answer when the 
bill was before the House a week 
ago. There we saw the lobbyists 
of these powerful interests, at work 
with members in the corridors and 
in the lobbies and on the floor of 
the House. I personally saw House 
members go to these lobbyists for 
‘their orders. It was the most das- 
tardly thing I have ever seen in 
the Capitol. 

“One of these lobbyists, repre- 
genting probably the most power- 
ful gas corporation in the State, 
was asked when the vote in the 
House was about to be taken, “How 
many votes have you?” He replied, 
“I think we have 62 for certain.” 

“Who, may I ask, are ‘we?’ The 
answer is plain: the public utility 
interests. 

“To pass this bill will give to 
these utility interests the things 
they want, the things they were 
willing to pay high-priced lobbyists 
to get for them. If you pass it 
you will wreck the public utility 
law, and you will desert the inter- 
ests of the people of the State.” 

Senator Rollins of Columbia and 
Benator Bates of St. Louis spoke 
briefly in opposition to the bill. It 
was defended by Senator Buford 
and by Senator Clark of Richmond, 
who handled it on the floor for Bu- 
ford.

the ship was falling rapidly and I 
jumped over to his side of the con- 
trol car to assist him. When I first 
saw the altimeter it read about 1100 
feet and we were going down rapid- 
ly, almost on even keel but with 
the bow inclined downward. I 
asked the captain if I should drop 
ballast an” he directed me to do so. 
“T commenced valving ballast 
from the service bags but the ship 
was descending so rapidly that 
when she reached 800 feet I de- 
cided to drop emergency ballast 
and dropped 1600 pounds from 
frame 187. These are the forward 
emergency bags. The descent 
stopped at 700 feet and the ship 
commenced to rise rapidly. I 
conned the elevator man to reduce 
the rate of ~ise and at about 1300 
feet he seemed to have good con- 
trol and approached the flying alti- 
tude of 1600 feet gradually and 
levelled off there. 


In Approximate Trim. 

“To determine the static condition 
of the ship, I observed the elevator 
controls and found that the ship, 
to maintain altitude, had an inclin- 
ation of three-fourths of one de- 
gree up by the bow, superheat plus 
three degrees, and elevator angle 
down about three degrees, airspeed 
58 knots, indicating that the ship 
was in approximate trim and had 
This amount of negative buoyancy 
This amoun tof negative buoyancy 
was not at all unhual and was 
caused largely by the rainwater 
which had accumlated on the ship. 
“About two minutes later the at- 
mosphere became exceedingly -tur- 
bulent and I realized that we must 
be near the storm center and I 
caused the signal to be sounded 
for landing stations in order to 
have all me navailable and not in 
their bunks if they should be 
needed. 


“4. As soon as the landing sta- 
tion signal was sounded, the first 
lieutenant, Lieut. Calnan, appeared, 
and since he is’ responsible for the 
trim and loading of the ship, I told 
him where I had dropped ballast 
and told him to stand by the ballast 
board. The engineering officer took 
his station at the engine telegraphs. 
The captain was at the port win- 
dow. These are the usual stations 
for landing and maneuvering. 


Sharp Gust of Wind. 

“A very sharp gust struck the 
ship. It seemed to be much more 
severe than any I have ever expe- 
rienced in that it was exerted so 
suddenly. In other words, whereas 
an ordinary gust would strike the 
ship with the same force, and take, 
say 30 seconds, to pass, this gust 
seemed to exert a maximum force 
in two or three seconds. 
“I noted immediately that the 
lower rudder control rope had 
carried away and reported it to the 
captain. I unclutched this rudder 
control and tried to steer with the 
upper rudder. About the time this 
unclutching was completed I noticed 
that the captain was watching the 
altimeters and that the elevator 
man was reporting that the ship 
was falling. 
“My other rudder control broke 
at this time and the noise made by 
the sheaves carrying away in the 
ship indicated to me that the ship’s 
structure had been damaged some- 
where. By this time the ship had 
taken an inclination up by the 
bow of several degrees and the 
Captain ordered full speed on the 
engines. 
“The fall continued and I heard 
the report, ‘eight hundred feet.’ 
“The angle up by the bow in- 
creased and I could feel that we 
were falling rapidly. I could no 
longer steer with both rudder con- 
trols broken, and I hung to the 
girder alongside the window and 
looked out to see if I could sight 
the water. I inquired the altitude 
and the reply was 300 feet. 

“Stand By ior Crash.” 
“At the same time I sighted the 
waves through the window and 
gave the order, ‘stand by fof the 
crash.’ | 
“There was no further conversa- 
tion in the control car after this 
order. The engineering officer was 
trying to use his bell pulls after 
engine telegraph indicator wires 
were carried away. At least one of 
the engine cars repeated back his 
signal, as I heard a number of 
bells indicating this.

“5S The water surged in my win- 


ijdow and submerged me and must 


have carried me out the port win- 
dow or port side of the control car. 

“Tl came to the surface shortly 
thereafter and started to swim to- 
ward the airship which I could see 
when the lightning flashed. The 
airship, however, was drifting away 
from me rapidly and at about 500 
yards distance I could see the ship 
entirely on the water, broken in 
two or three places, submerged 
about one-third of her diameter 
with the bow for a length of about 
200 feet inclined in the air at an 
angle of about 30 degrees. 

Saw Men in the Water. 

“T gave up trying to reach the 
ship, and, looking around, sighted 
lights of what I took to be a sur- 
face vessel and a lighthouse. I saw 
several men in the water and heard 
their cries. None was close to me. 

“I swam toward the surface ves- 
sel] and after about 10 minutes 
found a board about three feet 
square which I clung to until I was 
hauled aboard the tanker. 

“I imagine I was in the water 
between 30 and 60 minutes and was 
very cold and weak when hauled 
aboard and could not stand. They 
put me to bed and after about an 
hour I had recovered my strength 
and visited the men of the Akron 
who were on board. I found Cope- 
land, chief radio operator, uncon- 
scious and in my opinion he died 
about that time, which I assumed 
to be 02:30 (2:30 p. m.), although 
we gave him artificial respiration 
and worked on him until 05:30 
(5:30 a. m.). 

“6. The steamer was the Phoe- 
bus, Capt. Carl Dalldorf. The agents 
for this ship are the Standard Ship- 
ping Co. of 26 Broadway, New York 
City. 

“I conferred with the captain and 
found he was handling the ship in 
a seamanlike manner and doing all 
he could to rescue persons and that 
he had no intention of leaving the 
scene. Shortly after daylight the 
Coast Guard destroyer Tucker 
came close aboard and sent over a 
pharmacist mate at my request for 
medical assistance. Erwin, Deal 
and myself were transferred to the 
Tucker and the body of Copeland 
was also transferred.

Discipline Perfect. 

"7. During the emergency there 
was no noise or confusion at any 
time in the control car and all 
orders were given in a low voice 
and carried out efficiently. The 
discipline at all times was perfect. 

“8—One survivor, Deal, reports 
that he saw as he lay in his bunk 
near frame 130, portside, two gir- 
ders above the port corridor at 
about frame 132, bend and buckle. 
He also noted as he ran forward 
the control lines in that vicinity 
appeared slack but not broken. A 
nearby fue] tank slipped in its sus- 
pensions. He ran forward along 
the corridor with the idea of get- 
ting a pair of pliers so he could 
cut the fuel tank adrift. 

“By the time he reached frame 
175 (120 feet forward of his bunk) 
the ship had struck the water. Just 
before the ship struck the water 
he glanced aft and saw the ship 
still intact as far as he could see, 
the lights going out just before the 
ship struck. It is difficult to syn- 
chronize accurately these observa-

$1,660,000 FRAUD 


New Yorker Accused of 
Causing False Entries to 
Be Made in Depository’s 
Books. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 6.—Joseph W. 
Harriman, former head of the Har- 
riman National Bank & Trust Co., 
was indicted today by a Federal 
grand jury on charges of making 
and causing to be made 14 false 
entries on the books of the bank. 

Harriman was arrested previously 
on a Federal warrant charging 
similar offenses. The bank did not 
open after the recent nation-wide 
banking holiday, and was placed in 
the hands of a conservator. 

United States Attorney Medalie 
told the court the grand jury would 
continue its deliberations on vari- 
ous phases of the situation arising 
out of the operation of the Harri- 
man bank, and for the considera- 
tion of other indictments in con- 
nection with the same matter. 

The indictment contains 14 
counts and charges that Harriman 
made and caused to be made, in 
the individual ledger accounts of 
depositors of the bank, entries 
which were false, and that they 
were made without the knowledge 
or authority of the depositors. 

In effect, Harriman was alleged 
to have charged the accounts of 
various depositors with large sums 
of money to deceive the examiner 
who appeared to examine the af- 
fairs of the bank. The National 
bank examiner was said to have 
discovered false entries during his 
examination in June, 1932. 

The making of the false entries 
was alleged to have resulted from 
Harriman’s dealing in the Harri- 
man National Bank stock, and the 
desire to conceal from the exam- 
iner the existence of these trans- 
actions. 

Among the accounts in which 
it was charged false entries were 
made, and the amounts, were: Na- 
tional Exhibition Co., owner of the 
New York Giants baseball club, 
$108,500; Erie Railroad, $139,000; 
Constance Talmadge, motion pic- 
ture ectress, and her mother, Mrs. 
Margaret L. Talmadge, $34,312.50; 
Union Pacific Railroad Co., $68,500. 

The accounts charged were sub- 
sequently credited, but it was 
alleged that none of the items ap- 
peared on the bank statements of 
the depositors. 

Medalie said the total amount in- 
volved in the transactions was 
$1,661,170.

history of the race. The same ar- 
gument was advanced, the same 
dire forebodings were expressed, 
it was proposed to shorten the 
work day from 12 hours to 11 and 
later from 11 to 10, and later from 
10 to eight. And in each case these 
fears were proven unfounded. 
Shorter work hours have been ac- 
companied by higher wages. - 
“In Interest of Society.” 
“But even if we were to assume 
that temporarily at least this cut- 
ting of the hours of labor would re- 
sult in automatic reduction of 
wages to those now employed, it 
still would be in the interest of so- 
ciety and the public welfare and 
fer the workers themselves. It is 
better that 8,000,000 men work six 
hours a day than 6,000,000 men work 
eight hours a day and that the 
other 2,000,000 be left to starve or 
eke out a miserable existence eat- 
ing the bread of charity. 
“In my personal campaign plat- 
form, announced nearly a year and 
a half ago, I declared for a six hour 
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necessary reform. A study of the 
hearings before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, however, has convinced me 
that the establishment of the 30 
hour week is far preferable and 
that the maintenance of a six-hour 
day as against an eight-hour day 
is so far preferable as to amount 
almost to necessity. If the prin- 
ciple of the benefits to be derived 
from reduction of hours of labor 
be sound, then I believe that we 
are liable to err here in the direc- 
tion of not going far enough rather 
than in the direction of going too 
far.” 

Without a record vote the Senate 
rejected an amendment by Senator 
Fletcher (Dem.), Florida, to ex- 
clude skilled labor on a piece basis. 
Fletcher said the bill would “close 
every cigar factory in Tampa.” 

Black replied the amendment 
would make the bill inoperative, as 
all labor would quickly be em- 
ployed on the piece-meal basis. 

Not Workable, Fess Says. 

Fess of Ohio said the bill would 
“not be workable.” “It ought to be 
worked out and adjusted by indus- 
try itself under the force of public 
opinion,” he said, adding, “industry 
will have to come to the shorter 
work week.” ‘ 

Fess said it would force many 
small industries out of business be- 
cause they would be unable to com- 
pete with the larger factories on 
the reduced work basis. 

Norris of Nebraska said if the 
bill was not passed, “we must give 
the power to some board to do the 
(same thing. But what a great cry 
would be made if we did that.” 

An amendment by Connally of 
Texas to exempt cotton gins spe- 
cifically from the industries af- 
fected was rejected on a hand-rais- 
ing vote. 

Senator Hastings (Rep.), Dela- 
ware, beginning the fourth day of 
debate on the measure sponsored 
by Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
contended that under the Supreme 
Court decision in the child labor 
case the five-day week bill was 
unconstitutional. 

The Child Labor’ Decision. 

In that case the court in a 5 
to 4 decision held products of child 
labor could not be barred from in- 
terstate commerce because such 
products were not harmful to the 
public. The Black bill would pro- 
hibit interstate movement of most 
manufactured products where labor 
was employed longer than 30 hours 
a week. 

Passage of the bill, Hastings said, 
would immediately occasion a “dis- 
pute with organized labor about a 
reduction in the weekly wage.” 

“You cannot fix an hour for 
men to work,” he added, “that can 
apply to the various industries 
mentioned in this bill without 
causing great confusion and doing 
a great injustice to many business 
concerns of the country.”

BILL DECIDED UPON 


Democratic Caucus at Jef- 
ferson City Turns Down 


Attempt to Test Brogan 
Proposal in House.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 
6.—Insistence of wets in the House 


that the Brogan bill, proposing re- 
peal of the State “bone dry” law, 
be put to the test of passage in 
the House, was withdrawn this af- 
ternoon, after a Democratic major- 
ity caucus, in which it was agreed 
to write a new bill, modifying the 
act and substituting new regulatory 
provisions, 

A committee of seven House 
members was appointed to prepare 
amendments, which would convert 
the measure from a repeal bill to 
one establishing new regulations of 
illicit liquor traffic, and which 
would be effective if the eight- 
eenth amendment to the Federal 
Constitution is repealed. 

Regulatory Measure. 

This committee will attempt to 
work out a regulatory measure that 
would control the illicit liquor traf- 
fic at the present time, and also 
serve the same purpose after re- 
peal of prohibition, if it results. 

The demand for action on the 
Brogan bill which already has 
passed by the Senate, was led by 
membcrs of the St. Louis and St. 
Louis County delegations, with the 
aid of several other House wets. 

Other members of the majority 
objected in the caucus to repeal of 
the “bone-dry” law at this time on 
the ground it would leave the State 
without any enforcement machin- 
ery, pending repeal] of prohibition, 
and might result in conditions of 
lawlessness which would have an 
adverse effect in Missouri upon 
ratification of the Federal] amend- 
ment for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. 


Constitutional Convention. 

Gov. Park has indicated he would 
convene a constitutional convention 
to consider ratification of the pend- 
ing amendment, some time in Oc- 
tober, under the act recently passed 
by the Legislature setting up the 
machinery for convening such a 
convention. 

The committee includes Repre-

Suspicions Over Inability of 
Employer to Drive Reach 
Police — He Couldn’t 
Learn in Prison. 


The inability of James J. German, 
who spent nine of the last 10 years 
behind prison walls, to drive an au- 
tomobile led yesterday, the police 
announced, to his admission that 
he had participated in a $3449 
holdup here on March 24.

bile driven by a third man. 

Had Only $157 Left. 

The loot, he charged, was di- 
vided among the three robbers, and 
an Italian fruit merchant who had 
directed them in the robbery. When 
arrested Monday, Gorman had only 
$157 left. The rest of the $800 he 
had spent in open-handed fashion, 
including gifts of $50 and $10 to 
“a couple of down-and-outers that 
needed money.” 

Search for Gorman began Sunday 
night when his chauffeur told a 
friend he was working for “a pecu- 
liar guy that don’t know how to 
drive.” The “peculiar guy,” he con- 
fided, paid him well, once gave him 
a $100 bill to get changed, always 
carried a revolver. The friend re- 
ported the conversation to Sergt. | 
Hugo Thau of the Central District, 
who reported the information to 
Chief of Police Gerk. 

The chauffeur had confided, too, 
that his employer lived in a hote’ 
near Sarah street and Manchester 
avenue. Detective Lieutenant Thom- 
as Wren, his brother, Detective 
Sergeant Joe Wren, and Detective 
Lieutenant Ising searched his room, 
found two new suits of clothes 
there, and sat down to wait for 
him. 

Generous With Loot. 

When he went to his room at 3:30 
p.m. Monday he was arrested, 
searched, divested of a .45-caliber 
revolver and $157 in cash.

To Liquidate One Affiliate

NEW YORK, April 6.—Sweepin 
including the 


liquidation of one important securi- 
ties affiliate and the divorcement 
of another affiliate from its securi- 
ties selling business, were voiced 
yesterday by the board of directors 
of the Chase National Bank of New 
York and the Chase Securities Cor- 


poration. 

Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman 
of the governing’ board and presi- 
dent of.the Chase National, and 
also chairman of the Chase Securi- 
ties Corporation, announced after 
the meeting of the directors that 
it had been voted to place “in pro- 
cess of liquidation” the Chase Har- 
ris Forbes Comp--'~, a wholly 
owned subsidiary of the Chase Se- 
curities Corporation, and to elim- 
inate from the latter’s activities 
“the business of distributing securi- 
ties to the public.” 

Size of Board Reduced. 
Aldrich, in his letter to 
holders calling for a special meet- 
ing of the share holders of both 
the bank and the securities corpora- 
tion for May 16, stated that “we 
believe that vyhat we propose is in 
the best interests of the bank and 
in accord not only with sound 
banking policy but responsive to 

enlightened public opinion.” 

The action of. the banking boards 
yesterday followed Aldrich’s an- 
nouncement of March 8, in which 
he threw a figurative bombshell 
into the financial district by advo- 
cating not only the divorcement of 
banking security affiliates, but also 
reducing the large boards of direc- 
tors to “workable size” and prohib- 
iting members of private banking 
corporations from serving on the 
boards of commercial institutions. 

In addition to the launching of 
divorce proceedings in the case of 
the Chase affiliates the bank direc- 
tors voted to decrease the present 
board of 72 members to not more 
than 40. 

Attacked Private Banks. 

At the same time the bank is- 
sued its condition statement as of 
March 31, showing deposits of $1,- 
306,000,000, compared with $1,236,- 
000,000 on March 3, the day preced- 
ing the banking holiday. 

Aldrich, in his statement of 
March 8, struck particularly at 
practices followed by private bank- 
ing corporations. He declared that 
private banks should not be. per- 
mitted to take deposits unless such 
banking institutions were subjected 
to the same regulations and re- 
quired to publish the same state 
ments as are commercial banks. 

The National City Bank, an- 
nounced previously the divorcement 
of its security affiliate, the Nation- 
al City Co. Chase and National 
City are generally regarded as the 
largest. commercial banks in the 
world.

AS SQUALL HITS

Seven Small Boats Capsize 
While Crossing Grays

Eleven fishermen were drowned 
when a sudden spring squali on the 
treacherous Grays Harbor Bar 
struck late yesterday into the midst

Watchers saw 
seven of the little craft capsize, 
hurling their crews into the water. 

About 50 of the fieet, made up of 
100 boats in all, made their way 
cross the bar successfully, while 
the others turned back. to Westport, 
their base.

Rescue work 
was nearly impossible, they said, 

The fleet had put to sea under 
favorable weather conditions, but 
by the time the bar was reached 
the waters, which are frequently 
navigated by large ships with dif- 
ficulty, were being churned by the 
sudden squall. 

From the Westport Coast Guard 
station the lookout saw the little 
craft were in difficulty and watched 
several capsize. The two life-sav- 
ing crews immediately put out for 
rescue work. 

“The men didn’t have much 
chance to live in those waters,” the 
lookout said.

“BENG REVISED 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


Publicity Principle Presi- 
dent Urged Will Be Re- 
tained in Measure, Com- 
mittee Chairman An- 
nounces.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Revis- 
ion of the administration bill for 
regulation of security issues was 
undertaken today by the House 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
with the purpose of clearing away 
objections developed in several 
days of hearings. . 
While this committee was in ex- 
ecutive session, the open hearing 


The Senate’s Banking Committee 
heard arguments against the Dill 
from R. V. Fletcher, general coun- 
sel of the Association of Railway 
Executives, who contended it was 
necessary to bring railroad financ- 
ing under the Federal Trade Com- 


mission control proposed by the 
bill, because the roads are now un- 
der supervision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Huston Thompson, former Trade 
Commission chairman and one of 
the drafters of the securities bill, 
told the committee Fletcher was 
under a “misapprehension.” He 
said the small regulatory charge of 
one one-hundredth of 1 per cent is 
not leyied by the bill on railroad 
securities. 

Liability of Directors. 

Alexander Holtzoff of the De- 
partment of Justice said: “It seems 
to us this bill is not any burden on 
and does not constitute any inter- 
ference with legitimate business.” 

But illegitimate business ven- 
tures could not survive under it, 
Holtzoff added. 

Holtzoff told the committee that 
removing the liability of directors 
for stock issues as asked for by 
some witness, “would take the 
teeth out of the bill.” The person 
causing an investor to lose, even 
though innocent of any fraudulent 
intent, Holtzoff maintained, should 
be liable. 

Robert E. Healy, chief counsel for 
the Trade Commission, cited to the 
committee, as indicative of a need 
for regulation and full publicity, 
evidence collected by the Trade 
Commission in its utility investiga- 
tion showing over-capitalization, 
watered stocks, subsidiary holding 
companies and methods resorted to 
by many to dispose of their stocks 
at increased profits. 

Healy said he recounted this data 
to show that many securities were 
based on fictitious values. He sug- 
gested the bill be amended to re- 
quire companies to report costs of 
their assets and how that cost was 
paid. Touching briefly on the Insull 
utility empire’s crackup, he said 
one Insull operating company 
showed a deficit, and then another 
took over its stock at par value, 
séting up a surplus to replace the 
deficit on the books. 


“This never could have happened 
if American legislators had not de- 
parted from the common law prin- 
ciple that one corporation couldn’t 
own the stock of another,” Healy 
said. 

Chain Control of Utilities. 

Healy suggested other changes in 
the bill. One would authorize the 
commission and not the Attorney- 
General to proceed with injunction 
proceedings in case of fraud. An- 
other would prohibit the sale of is- 
sues, new or old, by misrepresenta- 
tion or fraud. 

A third would provide for lapse 
of 15 to 20 days after registration 
before issues could be sold, to give 
the commission time to investigate 
the statements of the companies. — 

Healy ;gaid he felt the bill would 
tend to prevent chain control of 
public utilities through its publicity 
provisions, adding that * chain-con- 
trolled securities should be kept out 
of interstate commerce. 

Whitney Sees President. 

Richard F. Whitney, president of 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
conferred privately with President 

sevelt for more than an hour 
yesterday. Indications were given 
that the talk concerned the Chief 
Executive’s pending proposal to 
regulate stock exchanges. 

The White House conference was 
requested by the New York Ex- 
change chief, who was accompa- 
nied by his counsel, R. C. Redmond 
of New York. They explained to 
Mr. Roosevelt that the New York 
Stock Exchange had instituted cer- 
tain corrective measures itself. 

President Roosevelt listened, but 
there was no indication that he 
would drop his plan to seek to x- 
tend Federal regulation over ex- 
changes. 

Whitney was assailed by Repre- 
sentative Sabath (Dem.), Illinois, 
at the hearing. He said the head 
of the New York Stock Exchange 
had refused to stop the sale “of a 
lot of worthless and valueless 
stocks” during the last five years. 
He urged quick passage of the ad- 
ministration measure “even if it is 
not a perfect bill.” 

Sabath said he had “pleaded with 
the house of Morgan” (J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. of New York) to pre- 


vent the sale of “worthless securi-| 
ties” but that he had investigated | 
and found that “the house of Mor-| 
gan and others had sold 263,000,000 
shares of stock -within three years 
and that the difference in their 
actual value and the cost to the 


people who bought them was $17,- 
700,000,000.” | 


25 000FROM 17 ~ 
TIES ARE PACKED 
FOR FOREST JOB 


| After 2 Weeks’ Condition- 


ing in Military Centers, 
They Go to Tented Camps 
for 5-Day Week Work. _ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 6 —Selec- 
tion of the 25,000 men who will form 
the first contingent of the conserva- 
tion corps was nearly complete in 
17 cities today while the Labor De- 
partment made plans for choosing 
additional thousands during the re- 
mainder of April and May. 
Movement of the first of the men 
to army conditioning camps, which 
President Roosevelt hoped to get 
under way late today, appeared to 


face delay until tomorrow. Labor 
Department officials said they 
hoped .the entire first contingent 
would be in camp by Sunday, with 
the main movement set for tomor- 
row and Saturday. 

After two weeks in the military 
centers, the recruits will be sent to 
the tented camps in national forests 
and parks. { 

The men will work a maximum of 
40 hours and five days a week on 
the various projects involved in con- 
servation work. 

Official city and state agencies 
which already have lists of unem- 
ployed men were charged with en- 
rolling the recruits today, picking 
unmarried men between 18 and 25. 

The agencies’ plan was to notify 
each man personally of his selec- 
tion, and he must be willing to 
share a substantial part of his $30 
a month pay with dependent rela- 
tives. 


Quotas of the first movement 
include 900 from St. Louis. 

There will be no public registra- 
tion of jobless seeking work until 
after this first class has been taken 
care of. 

First Work in Warmer Areas. 

The second selection of men will 
be begun before the end of the 
week. From 25,000 to 50,000 men 
will be taken at frequent intervals, 
with President Roosevelt hopeful 
of having 250,000 on duty by July 1. 

Forests in the South and East 
will receive the first men, Southern 
forests being favored because of 
warmer weather. 

The first work camp is expected 
to be established in George Wash- 
ington National Park, near Luray, 
Va. 

The Forest Service is prepared 
to use men immediately at other 
camp sites in Pennsylvania, Upper 
New England, the Carolinas, 
Georgia, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Florida, to meet the occupancy 
needs of the first recruits. 

Use of Men Chief Aim Now. 

More than 100 men representing 
states met today to sort out projects 
regarded as most necessary. 
Frank Parsons, in charge of en- 
rollmen of the men for the Depart- 
ment of Labor, told the group that, 
besides young men from 18 to 25 
being enrolled in cities, the employ- 
ment plan contemplates selection 
later of men living in forest areas 
who are experienced woodsmen and 
in need of work. 

Secretary Wallace, Secretary 
Ickes, Robert Fechner, director of 
the conservation program, and R. 
Y. Stuart, chief of the United 
States Forest Service, urged co- 
operation between the state and 
Federal governments to make the 
forestry program best serve the 
double purpose of employment re- 
lief and improvement of woodlands. | 

A group of experts in various 
conservation fields were appointed 
to pass judgment on different types 
of projects, divided into these 


Classes: State forests, state, courity 


and municipal parks‘ game refuges, 
soil erosion, plant quarantine, for- 
est diseases and forest insects. 

States were cautioned at the 
general conference to direct their 
expenditures toward.use of men 
rather than material. State for- 
esters were directed to recommend 
projects, listing the number of men 
needed and total expense. These 
will be passed on by the National 
Forest Service chiefs. 

At the outset, the forestation will 
be generally confined to publicly 
owned land, 'it was explained, the 
President being’ represented as 
feeling extension of the work to 
private forest tracts should be 
avoided at first. 

This initial work, instead of be- 
ing aimed at control of soil erosion 
or the planting of trees, is:to be 
more of an expansion of insect ahd 
fire control, now carried on jointly 
by the states and the Federal Gov- 
ernment.

OF DISCRIMINATION 
HN GWING.RELE 


Special Aldermanic Com- 
mittee Reports on Ex- 
haustive Inquiry Into 
Communist Complaints. 


Charges by Communist organiza- 
tions that charitable agencies are 
exercising improper discrimination 
in dispensing relief funds are with- 
out foundation in fact, a special 
alderrhanic committee reported to 
the Board ‘of Aldermen today after 
an exhaustive investigation. 

The committee found the charity 
agencies were drawing on many 
years of experience with St. Louis 
conditions to dispense relief funds 
as effectively as possible, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
charges against them grew from 
the conviction of leaders of the un- 
employed that the funds in their 
charge should be paid out as a dole, 
according to a fixed scale. 

“The several agencies are thor- 
oughly experienced through many 
years of relief work,” the commit- 
tee wrote in its conclusion. ‘“Pres- 
ent conditions are not new, but are 
intensified because of the depres- 
sion.” 

Objectors Heard March 9. 

The committee began its investi- 
gation with a hearing on March 9 at 
which dissatiisfied beneficiaries of 
the charitable agencies, chiefly the 
Provident Association-and St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, presented 
their complaints under auspices of 
the United Front Committee. 

Summarizing its findings, the 
committee said that after careful 
consideration of the testimony, it 
concluded that nothing in the 
charges merited inquiry except the 
charge that undue discrimination 
was exercised in dispensing relief 
funds. 

Every case cited to the committee 
was taken to the charitable agen- 
cies affected by the statements. In 
each, the record was consulted and 
the relief organizations’ executives 
were asked for statements. The ex- 
planation made was found in every 
case to be satisfactory, the commit- 
tee reported. 

Cites One Case as Typical. 

The aldermanic committee cited 
a single case as typical—that of a 
man who complained that further 
relief was denied him because he 
had a child in his family which 
was not his own. The committee 
found that the child was that of

P, S, CO, WAITS SIX MONTHS 
TO PAY ALLOWED CLAIMS 


Lawyer Estimates $300,000 in Judg- 
ments Is Outstanding Against 
Street Railway. 

S. W. Greenland, vice-president 
and general manager of the Public 
Service Co., today told why the 
company defers for several months 
payment of judgments or allowed 
claims for damages and injuries. 

He said that because of the vol- 
ume of the claims it is necessary for 
the company to set aside each 
month out of revenue a fund from 
which claims and judgments are 
paid when reached in the order of 
their settlement. At present, he said. 
payments are possible in six to eight 
months. Last year the company set 
aside $1,508,000 for payment of 
claims out of revenue of slightly 
less than $13,000,000. 

A lawyer handling a large volume 
of damage suits against the com- 
pany estimated approximately $30vu,- 
000 in judgments is outstanding 
against the company. He said the 
practice is when judgments are 
rendered to stipulate that execution 
is to be deferred for a number of 
months. The company pays on or 
before the time _ specified, he said. 
When a claim is settled without fil- 
ing suit the company agrees to pay 
a stated amount at a future date.

National Exhibition Co., 
Agrees to Action Which Is 
Taken Under Advisement 
by Judge Davis. 


A creditor's petition asking a re- 
ceiver for the National Exhibition 
Co., operating The Arena at 5700 
Oakland avenue, and the adjacent 
Forest Park Highlands, is under ad- 
visement by Federal Judge Davis.

The petition set forth that the 
exhibition company bought Forest 
Park Highlands, formerly owned by 
the Tony Stuever estate, and 54 
acres for erection of The Arena 
buildings in 1928. A year later The 
Arena buildings were completed at 
a cost of about $2,500,000, according 
to the petition. 

The three bond issues, secured 
by deeds of trust on The Arena 
and Forest Park Highlands prop- 
erties, were made Dec. 1, 1928, it 
was set forth. An issue of $750,000 
was secured by a first mortgage, 
$350,000 by a second mortgage and 
$3,000,000 by a third deed, it was 
stated. 


Taxes Unpaid Four Years. 

On the first issue there is an un- 
paid maturity of $155,000, according 
to the petition, 
taxes for the last four years were 
unpaid also. Trustees under the 
third deed were named as Brink- 
man, F. W. A. Vesper, Edward A. 
Faust, Harold M. Bixby and Bert 
Boaz. 


In alleging the default, the pe- 
titioner said that it was feared 
that many claimants would bring 
suits to the detriment of all cred- 
itors, By proper management, it 
was alleged; the properties would 
yield suffi@ent income to meet all 
expenses. 

In acquiring the leasehold on 
Forest Park Highlands, Brinkman 
obtained a property which was 
highly profitable for several 
years. On the other hand, the 
Arena has been a “white ele- 
phant” to its owners from the be- 
ginning. 


Built for Dairy Show. 


Brinkman was interested in the 
Arena plan by Vesper, who had 
been trying to bring the National 
Dairy Show to St. Louis and had 
been unsuccessful in getting the 
city’s permission to construct a 
building in Forest Park. After ex- 
hibiting here several years in suc- 
cession, the dairy show, however, 
was finally lost to St. Louis. 

The Arena buildings were con- 
structed by the Boaz-Kiel Con- 
struction Co. which accepted 
stock in the exhibition company in 
payment of some of its claims. 
Former Mayor Kiel is part owner 
of the construction company. 

In 1931 a movement was begun 
to sell The Arena to the city. 
Brinkman had described it as a 
civic enterprise which would 
bring at least $20,000,000 annually 
to the city in new business. The 
proposed sale to the city was 
dropped, however, after city offi- 
cials pointed out that only a bond 
issue could finance the purchase 
and expressed doubt that such an 
issue could be passed. Owners of 
The Arena had indicated a price 
of about $2,000,000 would be ac- 
ceptable.

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WIDOW SAVES STORE 
UNDER NEW U. 5, LAW 


Mrs. Louise Bergt, 74, Files in 
Bankruptcy, Prevents Foreclo- 
sure on Confectionery 


Mrs. Louise Bergt, 74-year-old 
widow, who has been “sick with 
worry” in fear she would lose her 
confectionery at 3407 South Grand 
boulevard through foreclosure, 
waited on her customers with «a 
smile today. “It’s the new bank- 
ruptcy law,” she said. “My lawyer, 
Mr. Wells, will tell you about it.” 

An injunction restraining execu- 
tion of a foreclosure sale was is- 
sued yesterday by Federal Judge 
Davis on her petition filed by Ver- 
non R. Wells, who is serving her 
without fee. 

Setting forth that she owed $9000 
on the propert:-, valued at $20,000, 
she said in her petition that a sale 
was held under court order March 
22, although she had given notice 
that she intended to redeem it. The 
time for redemption, she said, 
would not expire until next 
Wednesday. 

She said that although A. J. 
Meyer was nominal owner of the 
mortgage, it was actually owned by 
the South Side National Bank, of 
which Meyer was an officer. The 
property was sold to Meyer, with- 
out consideration, she alleged, by 
F. E. Heilmann, trustee under the 
deed and an employe of the bank. 

Wells said that the foreclosure 
was for overdue interest of $270. 
Friends of Mrs. Bergt who were 
willing to lend her money for the 
interest payment, Wells said, were 
unable to do so because their funds 
were tied up in the bank, which is 
in the hands.of a Federal conserv- 
ator. A tender of half the interest 
was refused, he said. 

Mrs. Bergt was the second per-| 
son in St. Louls to take advantage 
of the new bankruptcy law, which 
became effective March 3. Her case 
will be referred to Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Coles. She lives in back of 
the confectionery and rents the 
upstairs quarters. 

The new law enables mortg.age 
debtors, under some circumstances, 
to avert foreclosure and obtain an 
extension of their debt while they 
present to the court a plan for 
payment. The law does not con- 
template wiping out the debts ag in 
ordinary bankruptcy and the pe- 
titioner is termed a “debtor,” not 
a “bankrupt.”

Propagation of Fish. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HILE national attention is directed 
to reforestation, little attention is 
paid to the important object of fish 
propagation on farm lands suitable for 
fish culture. 

For many years, the fish resources of 
the country have been on the decline. The 
time has arrived when private’ enter- 
prises should take up the raising of bass, 
crappie, catfish, sunfish and several vari- 
eties of food fishes as a serious matter 
for food and profit. The growing impor- 
tance of supplying fish for the future is 
apparent, as most of the states are pass- 
ing laws prohibiting the sale and trans- 
portation of fish raised in public waters. 

Nature has imposed no barrier, as far 
as is known, that would prevent farmers 
and Others raising large numbers of fish 
of quality, provided they use thé Same in- 
telligent care that has developed our 
fruits, vegetables, flowers, poultry and 
fur-bearing animals. A chain of small 
ponds will produce a certain number of 
fish, if proper care, food, plant life and 
water are provided, with less expense and 
care than almost anything grown on a 
farm, and pay big dividends. 

The propagation of fish in artificially 
constructed ponds is perfectly feasible 
with proper management. A chain of 
small ponds will justify the small ex- 
pense of their construction. The demand 
for minnows and goldfish has increased 
in the past few years. Many amateur 
fish culturists are making @ living rais- 
ing goldfish. Minnow life ig becoming very 
scarce in Missouri. Fishe in the 
Lake of the Ozarks district a it diffi- 
cult getting minnows, and have substitut- 
ed goldfish fur bait, paying’fancy prices.

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MAYOkK DICKMANN’S OPPORTUNITY. 
Bernard F. Dickmann is the first Democratic May- 
or of St. Louis in a quarter of a century. There is no 
reason why this should be a community in which 
Democrats cannot usually be elected to office, and 
Mr. Dickmann has only te improve his opportunity 
to bring about a better balance between the parties. 
All government is immensely more complex than 
it used to be. The approach to such an important 
office as that to which Mr. Dickmann has been elect- 
ed is another path from that by which the Mayors of 
St. Louis have traveled for more than 100 years. 

Mr. Dickmann can discover what this new approach 
is by observing what is going on at Washington. Mr. 
Roosevelt is giving us a new conception of the presi- 
dency. No man could successfully take up arms alone 
against the sea of troubles which the President looks 
out upon from the White House. He has therefore 
surrounded himself with a group of advisers. He 
has applied to government the foremost tactic of war. 
He is the general in a great offensive against the 
national ills. About him is his general staff, each 
specializing in some phase of the President's prob 
lem, each adding his own qualifications to the sum 
of wisdom to which we leok for guidance in a time 
that tries men’s souls. 

This is what the Washington correspondents face- 
tiously call the “brain trust.” It includes men from 
many walks of life. No President of the United 
States ever had so many advisers. Never before did 
fitness so take precedence over politics. Political 
scientists, economists, historians, agriculturists, in- 
dustrialists, all come at the President’s call. Thus is 
devised: an unceasing flow of proposals from the 
White House to Capitol Hill. The country needs ac 
tion. It can afford a few mistakes rather than to 
mark time. Many minds are better than one. 

Mr. Dickmann might follow the example of the 
head of his party. The City of St. Louis has been 
without benefit of constructive and progressive lead- 
ership in one of the most vital periods of its history. 
Mr. Dickmann is not restricted in co-operation to his 
own associates in the City Hall. He, too, can have 
a “brain trust,” a general staff, the aid and support 
of men in all parties and all walks of life, who will 
be glad to render the city a service. He has only to 
ask them. The problems of the city are too great for 
one man. They are a matter for specialization, as the 
problems at Washington are a matter for specializa- 
tion. They require thought, discussion, expertness,. 
the benefit of a comparative municipal science. Noth- 
ing elze could se thrill the people of St. Louis as to 
learn that the new Mayor needs and wants their help 
in the common interest; that we are to have govern- 
ment with the advice and counsel of those who would 
do something for the city rather than those who 
would do something fo it. 

The transportation question is a case in point. 
Automotive transit is driving older forms from the 
streets. The city cannot come out in its new skin 
because it cannot get rid of its old skin. The great 
retail district downtown needs an easier access. The 
narrow streets need to be cleared for faster transit. 
The river front needs to be opened up and made more 
approachable. We have had plans, surveys, commis- 
sions. We have done nothing. The people who are 
interested in the old and obsolete transit system 
round up powerful interests and sit in the councils 
of those delegated to think and act for the city. It 
all comes to nothing. It always will come to nothing 
so long as the new is restrained by the old. 

Nothing that Tom Johnson did in Cleveland, or 
Couzens and Pingree did in Detroit, or Sam Jones and 
Whitlock did in Toledo, or Seasongood did in Cincin- 
nati, is impossible here. Nor is it essential that the 
new Mayor should be a Johnson or a Pingree. He 
can do what the President is doing; he can gather 
about him a supporting council which will make his 
mayoralty a benison to the people. 

The city has been getting nowhere since the $87,- 
000,000 bond issue. Instead of that forward-looking 
and aggressive citizenship of 1923 we have had in 
the intervening decade one of the most terrible im- 
passes that ever stopped a great city in its tracks. 

We need a greater vision. We need leadership. We 
need to dig out of the million people who live here 
those heroic souls who will teach us that selfishness 
destroys a city; that for powerful interests to sup- 
port each other’s rackets is hurtful alike to them and 
to us; that unselfishness in the common interest is 
the way of light. 

We need to dismiss the school of politics at the 
City Hall and replace it with a school of political 
science. Until we do that, ours will be the lot of the 
fly in the spider’s web. 

Mr. Dickmann can make Democratic rule mean 
something to St. Louis. If he will do that, he will 
win the gratitude of the people. He will honor his 
party. It will mot be another quarter of a century 
before we have another Democratic Mayor. 
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ADVENTURES AT EVEREST. 

The official purposes of the airplane flight over 
Mount Everest were for the advancement of science 
and, according to the party’s leader, to impress the 
people of India with British puissance. Perhaps 
more important than these causes, however, was the 
spirit of adventure, which for ages has driven man 
into the unknown and forbidding corners of his plan- 
et. Everest rears its 29,141 feet to top the Himalayan 
“roof of the world” in an inhospitable and almost’ 
inaccessible region of intense cold and terrific gales. 
The thin atmosphere of its crest has helped keep the 
mountain inviolate. The whole is an irresistible 
challenge to man’s urge for adventure. The photo- 
graphs to be brought back by the daring British fly- 
ers will supply a void in our knowledge of the world, 
for only a few white men have seen Everest’s north- 
ern face, from Tibet; and none, it is said, has seen its 
southern front. The airmen’s successful adventure 
was thrilling, but_a more arduous one impends. Even 
now, human ants are preparing to toil up Everest’s 
dizzy heights, which have taken a dozen or more lives 
and which no man has conquered. 
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PRESCRIPTION LIQUOR REFORM. 

Not only were the people to be made moral by law 
under the Noble Experiment, but the science of thera- 
peutics was to be revised to conform witb official 
ideas of medical methods. The long arm of prohibi- 
tion enforcement invaded the physician’s office and 
the sickroom, to specify how much liquor the prac- 
titioner might prescribe fora patient. It was inevita- 
ble that, in the general revulsion against probibi- 
tion, this absurd dictatorship over medical practice 
should be abolished, and Congress now has done so. 
The physician's judgment, and not the statute, is to 
be the guide for liquor prescriptions in future. Suf- 
ficient safeguards remain to trip up the occasional

doctor who writes prescriptions for thirst rather than 


for illness. Many. reputable physicians have found 
themselves hampered in prescribing for patients, and 
have been burdened by the detail work of keeping 
records. A ridiculous.situation now is ended, 
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A DRASTIC GOLD ORDER. 

The thoughtful citizen will regard with mingled 
feelings the drastic order of the President against 
hoarding gold. All those holding gold coin or gold 
certificates beyond $100 must surrender them by May 
1 or become subject to fine and imprisonment. 

The President says the national emergency still ex- 
ists. Nevertheless, such an attempt to prevent hoard- 
ing can easily become serious. This is particularly so 
if the gold embargo is continued and the dollar should 
go to a discount. Under the pressure of emergency, 
either fear of the law or motives of patriotism will 
make the hoarder give up his specie. However, the 
war and post-war experience of the European coun- 
tries, and the earlier history .of similar legislation 
in England over a period of several*centuries, go to 
show that prohibitions of this sort cannot be en- 
forced. when violation offers sufficient profit. 

It was a common ssying in England at one time 
that a man’s conscience and a false oath were worth 
but & per cent. If the dollar goes to a discount in 
terms of gold, and remains there for any length 
of time, the anti-hoarding legislation is likely to 
have much the same history as prohibition, corrupt- 
ing public and private morals without continuing to 
serve 3 U Purpose. 

The difficulties of enforcing a law against hoard- 
ing are obvious. Senator Glass pointed out the pri- 
mary obstacle last month when he said, in the debate 
on the emergency banking bill, “I do not know who 
there is with wit or wisdom enough to define hoard- 
ing.” He added that the banks long ago could have, 
and should have, acted to restrain those who were 
depleting the gold supply of the depositories. Main- 
taining a stock of gold for banking purposes is 
plainly necessary, but hoarding in many instances is 
an effect rather than primarily a cause of banking 
instability. When our banking system has been ra- 
tionalized and functions on a sound basis, the urge 
to hoard will disappear. The Government cannot 
snoop into citizens’ deposit boxes or peer beneath 
their mattresses, any more than it could close-all the 
speakeasies or dismantle all the stills. Penalties for 
hoarding may be helpful, but the chief remedy for 
the evil is to remove its incentive. 

Only by a solution of the present emergency, and 
the reestablishment of free export of gold as soon 
as possible, can the motives that have prompted this 
hoarding be removed. Meanwhile, the situation must 
be much more critical than is commonly supposed 
for the President to issue such a dictatorial order. 

MAYOR O’NEAL’S VICTORY. 

O’Neal is a fighting name, and Wayne S. O’Neal of 
St. Charles is a fighting Mayor. He has just been re- 
elected on a platform favoring municipal ownership 
of a light and power plant. Into office with him 
went six of seven candidates running on the same 
platform, including thrée Councilmen. Twice this 
year, at special elections, the people of St. Charles 
have given a majority vote toa proposal) to build a 
power plant out of the proceeds of a $300,000 bond 
issue, but under Missouri law a two-thirds vote is re- 
quired. If the Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
were secking a franchise, on the other hand, a major- 
ity vote would carry the day. A bill to remedy this 
inequality failed in the Legislature, as did all other 
bills opposed by the all-powerful utility lobby. 

We daresay Mayor O’Neal will call another special 
election on the mupbicipal ownership proposal. He 
can win his battle if he keeps at it, and certainly 
he has as yet given no indication of quitting. Fora 
city like St. Charles to slip its head in the noose by 
granting a long-term franchise to a private utility, 
when it can build its own plant and pay for it out 
of revenue in a few years, is poor business. St. 
Charles has had sorry experiences, as haye nearly all 
cities, in dealing with private utilities, and the way 
out is at hand. To continue granting franchises is to 
believe that private utilities are going to behave in 
the future, that is to say, to believe in dreams.

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NEW YORK AND ST. LOUIS SLUMS. 

The R. F. C. has just granted a loan of $8,075,000 
for the razing of a group of tenements on New York’s 
lower East Side and the construction of a modern 
housing development. The buildings to be razed are 
dark, ancient, filthy structures, lacking hygienic fa- 
cilities, and so filled with consumptives as to have 
been known for years past as the “lung block.” 

In their place will be two fireproof 12-story struc- 
tures, of steel and concrete, containing 1630 modern 
apartments and 6030 rooms, having all household 
conveniences, well ventilated, with ample light and 
sunshine in each apartment. ‘ Park and playground 
plots will occupy more than half the ground. About 
2000 men will be employed ‘for a year on the site, 
and some 8000 others will have work indirectly. Ma- 
terials will account for an expenditure of $3,000,000. 

This project, combining slum clearance, better hous- 
ing and employment, is made possible for New York 
through its State housing law. A similar undertak- 
ing might be launched in St. Louis, where the need 
is proportionately as great, if our State Legislature 
would enact the housing bill, providing for the cre- 
ation of limited dividend corporations to take advan- 
tage of the R. F. C. loan policy. Without the hous- 
ing bill, St. Louis’ slums will remain, its “lung blocks” 
will continue to spread their contagion. The Legis- 
lature would earn condemnation as heartless if it 
fails to revive and pass the housing bill, to make it 
possible for St. Louis to follow New York City in 
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|slum eradication and new construction. 
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Reducing Farm Debts 


Roosevelt mortgage plan offers bait to creditors, through loans to farmers to pay 
interest if debt revision is made; proposal is to scale down debts to 75 per cent 
of fair value, and for exchange of mortgages for low-interest bonds; great power 
to solve problems of crops, lands and debts held by Wallace and Morgenthau. 


From the Business Week. 


HE new farm debt plan is a bait to 
T tarm mortgage holders to discount their 

mortgages with the Government. Just 
as the farm emergency bill offers the farm- 
ers a reward to reduce their acreage, so 
the farm mortgage bill offers a reward to 
mortgage holders if they will reduce the 
mortgages or interest rate, or both. 

Fhe administrative features of the plan 
have been reduced to the utmost simplicity. 
A Regional Credit Corporation is to func- 
tion in each county through a voluntary 
debt adjustment committee consisting of 
farmers, business men and bankers. 

The Regional Credit Corporation, under 
some limitations, is authorized to make 
loans direct to farmers for paying interest, 


. amortization or taxes for a period of not 


more than three years. Extension of these 
loans, however, will be made _ contingent 
upon an adjustment of their long-term if- 
debtedness. That is, creditors will be paid 
if they will consent to debt reduction. 

Farmers do not have to be delinquent 
debtors to get help. Those who are exces- 
sively indebted, but who by undue sacrifices 
have managed to keep their loans in good 
standing, are not excluded. 

The next step is the voluntary agreement 
between mortgage holders and farmers to 
refinance farm mortgages at such terms 
and such rates of interest as are consist- 
ent with the debt-carrying capacity of the 
mortgaged farms. The Federal Land Banks, 
using funds obtained from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, would be author- 
ized to refinance, under certain conditions, 
existing indebtedness of farm owners, in- 
cluding interest and taxes. The land banks 
would be authorized to purchase existing 
mortgages or to exchange Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation bonds therefor. More- 
over, it is recommended that the bonds of 
the Federal Land Banks be guaranteed by 
the Government, which would lower their 
rates of interest on the open market and 
this lower rate of interest would be passed 
on to the borrowers. |

The advances tc be made by the Region- 
al Credit Corporation and the subsequent 


exchange of mortgages is to be predicated 
upon a voluntary agreement whereby farm 


mortgages are to be scaled down to 75 per | 


cent of the fair value of the security. Sec- 
ond mortgage loans could also be made as 
an inducement for scaling down the first 
mortgage. Opportunity is given for refi- 
nancing existing mortgages when adequate- 


ly secured at a lower rate of interest with . 


the R. F. Ce This provision applies to 
mortgage holders who prefer to exchange 
their mortgages for low-rate interest bonds 
for the same amount, and it thereby also 
gives them an opportunity to refinance 
farmers whose mortgages mature. 

In none of the loan plans is it contem- 
plated that the farmer will increase his 
.total indebtedness. The plans represent an 
outright reduction in indebtedness through 
providing credit facilities which will induce 
existing holders to scale down their mort- 
gages and interest rates, by shifting obli- 
gations from existing mortgage holders to 
Federal agencies.

Under him are consolidated the agencies 
of the defunct Federal Farm Board; the 
Federal Farm Loan Bureaus; all the credit 
functions of the Treasury Department and 
the Department of Agriculture, including 
the advances of loans to farmers, fruit grow- 
ers, producers and owners of livestock; the 
crop reduction loan office; the seed loan of- 
fice; the functions of the R. F. C. relating to 
the management of the Regional Agricul- 
tural Credit Corporation and the Emergency 
Relief Act of 1932; and all powers and au- 
thorities and duties conferred by law upon 
any officer dealing with farm credit. The 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture are removed from any 
of the agencies with which the new farm 
credit administrator is to deal. 


This sweeping order’ places in the hands 
of Henry Morgenthau extraordinary pow- 
ers greater than those held by any other 
single administratdr in Washington. As the 
line-up now emérges, it becomes obvious that 
the farm problem is to be directed by two 
dictators—the emergency bill makes Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Henry Wallace the 
dictator of farm crops and farm lands. while 
the farm debt plan, accompanied by the ex- 
ecutive reorganization order of farm 
agencies, makes Henry Morgenthau the dic- 
tator of farm finance. The future course 
of the farmer, on whose rehabilitation rests 
the revival of industrial activity, is in the 
hands of the two Henrys. These two men 
may make or break the new administration. 

Secretary Wallace is a realist. He has no 
patience with cure-alls or high-flown the- 
ories, offers no solution to the agricultural 
problem which magically will bring pros- 
perity to the farmers. He sees the farm 
problem as the aggregate of many individual 
farming problems, and realizes that funda- 
mental improvement of farming conditions 
will be a long-time procéss. He is by no 
means radical in his views, but, like the 
President, is anxious to experiment with 
new ideas that appear to De workable. Al- 
though he js a stanch friend of the farmer, 
he is not an impassioned crusader for farm 
relief. Instead, he retains a proper per- 
spective, and, like Mr. Morgenthau, believes 
that the farmer should be given equal op- 
portunities with other American workmen 
and that a solution of the farm problem is 
essential for the well-being of the country. 

Both men are easy to meet and candid. 
Wallace’s complete lack 
of experience with Washington politics may 
lead him into difficulties and misunderstand- 
ings, Mr. Morgenthau is politically adept. 
In addition, he is typically an executive— 

nfident, intellectually keen and forceful. 

ambition is to set up a Faderal farm 
financing system which will be administered 
with comparatively little of the political 
pressure which caused discriminations in 
the past. 


A Disturbing Utility Bil

bee Buford utility bill, now passed by 
both the Missouri Senate and House, is 
exactly the kind of thing to be expected 
from the present legislative set-up at Jef- 
ferson City. In absolute control of a party 
out of power in Missouri for a dozen years, 
the Legislature, from the outset of its set 
sion, has been torn between two conflicting 
forces. One has been the popular deman¢é 
for economy and tax relief, the other th 
impelling urge of party patronage. 

To the latter the Legislature has yielded, 
not only in passage of the utility Dill but 
in a failure, se far, to effect any pronounced 
économies and to extend tax relief of any 
sort whatsoever. 

The Buford bill would wipe out the State 
Public Service Commission, the body whose 
regulatory function is designed to protec 
the welfare of hundreds of thousands of 
utility consumers. It would replace 
body with a State Commerce Commissi 
incorporating the oil and grain inspectioa 
departments, a doubtful sort of combins’ 
tion. 

It must be said at once that the Publis 
Service Commission has not been the aggre 
sively protective agency it was originally 
designed to become. It has been too toler 
ant and easy-going, especially in a time of 
stress when utility rates demanded the ut 
most scrutiny in the interest of the publi¢ 
No doubt that condition contributed to the 
readiness of the Legislature to dispense wit! 
the body. 

But in’ so acting, the Legislature has goné 
to dangerous extremes.

Pays $18,800 for Five Art Ob- 
jects Including Three Paint- 
ings and Greek Stele. 
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City Art Museum in Forest Park 
has added to its collection, at a cost 
of $18,800, a fragment of a Grecian 
grave monument, a Romanesque 
portal, and three paintings, two of 
the eighteenth century Italian 
Baroque period, one of the fifteenth 
century Avignon school. 

The portal, for which $9000 was 
paid, has been installed as the 
south entrance to the medieval 
gallery. It is of limestone, from 
the northeastern part of France. 
Originally, it is thought, it was part 
of a building of the Knights 
Templar. 

Carved in relief above the door- 
way are figures representing 
Hugues des Payns, first master of 
the order, and his associate, God- 
frey of St. Omer.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., chairman of the 
Federal Farm Board and governor 
designate of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, believes that the $2,- 
000,000,000 bond issue authorized in 
President Roosevelt's bill, sent to 
Congress Monday, will give sub- 
stantial relief to the millions of 
farmers whose mortgages and other 
debts are estimated to aggregate 
about $12,000,000,000. 

Explaining the philosophy and 
mechancis of the proposed legisla- 
tion at a newspaper conference, 
Chairman Morgenthau said that 
experience and investigations had 
convinced the framers of the Dill 
that the applications for refunding 
of farm debts would be well under 
$2,000,000,000. 

Statistics compiled by the De 
partment of Agriculture are accept- 
ed as showing that the total farm 
debt is divided into about $8,500, 
000,000 of farm mortgages and $3,- 
500,000,000 of personal or short-term 
miscellaneous debts.

‘April 6.—Earl 
Derr Biggers, novelist, playwright 
and creator of the detective char- 
acter Charlie Chan, died yester- 
day at the Pasadena hospital. Death 
was due to heart disease. 

Biggers was the author of “Seven 
Keys to Baldpate,” the novel 
which George M. Cohan made into 
a play. 

Biggers was born in Warren, O., 
on Aug. 26, 1884, and graduated 
from Harvard in 1907. -He began 
his writing career on newspapers. 
He conducted a column for the 
Boston Traveler and later became 
that journal’s dramatic critic. 

He conceived the idea for the 
Charlie Chan series after watch- 
ing the Chinese police in the Hono- 
lulu courts. The stories gained wide 
popularity and were translated into 
many languages. 

His novels of recent years include

Black Camel,” “Behind That Cur- 
tain,” “The Chinese Parrot,” and 
“The House Without a Key.”

They Know Local Conditions. 

Paul Bestor of Missouri, Federal 
Farm Loan Commissioner, who was 
at the press conference, said that 
the 4600 local farm loan associations 
represented more than 400,000 mem- 
bers who knew conditions in their 
own localities. 

The need for lessening the farm- 
er’s debt burden wes recently de-| * 
scribed. by Henry A. Wallace, the 
new Secretary of Agriculture. 

“Twenty-three years ago,” said 
Wallace, “the farm mortgage debt 
was about three and a third billion 
dollars. By 1928 it has reached the 
staggering total of nine and a half 
billion dollars. Since 1928 the total 
has decreased—most of it unfor- 
tunately by foreclosure—until now 
the total farm mortgage debt is 
about eight and a half billion dol- 
lars. 

“But that isn’t the whole extent 
of the debt the farmer is trying to 
carry. There are personal debts, 
loans from banks, bills for machin- 
ery and fertilizer and debts of oth- 
er kinds. 

“What are the farmer's prospects 
for paying the interest on his mort- 
gage debt and repaying some of the 
principal? The answer to. that 
question does not need to be la- 
bored. The gross income of the av- 
erage farm in the United States in 
1919 was $2600. It had shrunk by 
1932 to about $800. Out of that 
gross income the farmer has to pay 
direct operating costs and living 
expenses. He has to pay taxes as 
well as interest on his debt. 

“His income has shrunk almost 
out of sight; his living and farm- 
ing expenses have declined some, 
but not nearly as much as his in- 
come; his fixed charges—taxes and 
interest—are roughly two and a 
half times what they were before 
the war. They take now one-fourth 
of his gross income and most of his 
net income. 

“That condition is intolerable. 
This administration does not pro- 
pose to let it continue. The new 
farm mortgage bill will. provide 
means for refinanving mortgages at 
a lower rate of interest. In ~many 
cases the bill will make possible, I 
am informed, a substantial reduc- 


tion in the principal of the indi- 
vidual farmer’s debt.”

His wife’s mother 
made partial restitution of the

Because a great many ‘ace 
goers, worried by transportation 
difficulties at Fairmount, made 
a practice of leaving before the 
last race, the quiniela never at- 
tained the popularity accorded the 
daily double. It is really just an 
interesting speculation. 

Its origin is traced back to pe- 
lota or jai alai, where it originat- 
ed. It is a familiar form of spec- 
ulation in the Jai Alai frontons. 

It is frequently spelled “quin- 
ella,” but that was due to a 
typographical error by ‘the Fair- 
mount Jockey Club’s printers.

VALUE OF OTHER 
STAKES REDUCED 
50 PERCENT BY 
TRACK OFFICERS

CHICAGO, April 6.—Purses of 
‘two of America’s most famous three- 
year-old turf specials, the Preak- 
ness and American Derby, have 
been trimmed from $50,000 to $25,- 
000 this year. 

The Preakness Stakes prize was 
cut more than a month ago. The 
American Derby, the blue ribbon 
event of the Washington Park sea- 
gon, Chicago, was reduced yester- 
day as the American Turf Associa- 
tion opened a slashing campaign 
of purses. 

Of the three other big three-year- 
old events for 1933, two, the Ken- 
tucky Derby and the Belmont 
Stakes in New York, have not 
been trimmed from the $50,000 fig- 
ure. No announcement has béen 
made as to the size of the Arling- 
ton classic, richest of all three- 
year-old stakes; which is run at 
Arlington Park, Chicago. 
close to the Arlington management 
say a cut will be made, but will 
not make a guess as to how much. 

The values of other stakes to be 
run off at Washington Park also 
were cut yesterday as the Ameri- 
can Turf Association under Col. 
Matt J. Winn made good its prom- 
ise to trim expenses. The Illinois 
Oaks, worth $10,000 last year, was 
reduced to $5000; the Memorial 
Handicap, also worth $10,000 in 
1932, was trimmed to $3000, and 
will be run at Lincoln Fields, Chi- 
cago. The $5000 stakes at Washing- 
ton Park, including the Thomas 
Curran Memorial for two-year-olds, 
the Robert M. Schweitzer Handi- 
cap, the Washington Park Handi- 
cap and the Debutante Stakes, 
were cut to $2500. Last year, the 
Washington Park Stakes carried 
$87,500 in added money. Under the 
new retrenchment policy, they will 
be dropped to $41,000 for 1933. 

No stake dates were set, but the 
American Derby is expected to be 
run on June 3 or 10.

DELAYS TRAINING 
OF KERRY PATC

O NMEW YORK, April 6. — Kerry 
Patch, surprise winner of the $100,- 
000 Belmont Park Futurity last fall, 
may be just a flash but Leo Rosen- 
berg, the colt‘s owner, feels confi- 
dent the son of. Desperate Des- 
mond will lead the field down the 
stretch at Churchill Downs, May 6, 
when the fifty-ninth Kentucky Der- 
by is run. 

At Belmont Park, little Joe Not- 
ter, himself a great jockey nearly 
20 years ago, is carefully preper- 
ing Kerry Patch. A cough, which 
is going the rounds of the horses 
in training at America’s ,“Newmar- 
ket,” sfowed up the colt’s condi- 
tioning for eight days. Today, how- 
ever, he appeared strong as ever 
as an exercise boy galloped him 
around the track twice and then 
breezed him six furlongs. 

Although not a big horse, the 
Rosenberg colt put on weight dur- 
ing the winter and appears built 
to go the route. 

Trainer Not So Confident. 

Notter, who rode Regret, the only 
filly ever to win the Derby, is not 
as confident as Kerry’s owner, but 
he admits the colt may be hard to 
beat if he has recovered sufficient- 
ly from the cough to stand hard 
training again. Up to 10 days ago 
it was planned to race him early 
at either Havre de Grace or Léex- 
ington. 

“We have not decided definitely 
on Kerry’s campaign,” said Notter. 
“Much depends on what happens 
within the next few days.” 

Rosenberg, elated over his horse’s 
work this morning, fairly beamed 
with optimism after the colt was 
led back to his barn. 

“He'll be back on schedule with- 
in a few days,” he said. “A couple 
of races under his saddle and he’ll 
be ready to win the Kentucky 
Derby.” 

Not a Consistent Performer. 

Although winning the _ richest 
purse of 1932, Kerry Patch was far 
from a consistent performer. In 
five starts after taking the futur- 
ity, he finished second twice, third 
as many times and was fourteenth 
in the Pimlico Futurity. He was 
five lengths behind the Quincy 
Stable’s highly regarded Repaid in 
the Juvenile Champion Stakes at 
Aqueduct. 

A year ago it was doubtful if 
Kerry Patch would reach the post 
as a two-year-old. Notter was ad- 
vised by other trainers and veter- 
inarians not to race the colt as he 
had bad knees. Rosenberg even 
favored firing the colt’s knees be- 
fore attempting to race him. 

Notter, however, finally  per- 
suaded Kerry’s owner that the colt 
would stand training. He doctored 
the horse’s knees with a liquid fur- 
nished by Rosenberg, which, al- 
though blistering, cured the bay 
colt of any evidence of soreness.

As a result of the “butt,” the vic- 
tim thereof gets a bad cut over the 
eye, or on the cheek bone, or across 
the forehead, or even on top of his 
bean, said cut usually bleeding 
badly. 

The referee steps forward and 
peers at the injury. If it appears 
violent, he pushes the “butted” 
fighter toward his corner as a sign 
that the fight is over, and a “tech- 
nical knockout” is recorded against 
the “buttee,” though he may be 
nine miles in front when he receives 
the “butt.” 

You have seen this situation often, 
I say—perhaps a dozen times. Yet 
you have never yet seen the referee 
disqualify, on the ground of foul, 
the man who does the “butting,” 
though under the rules, and in sim- 
ple justice, that’s what the referee 
should do. 

Rule Never Enforced. 


The rule (I read from the rules 
and regucitions of the Athletic 
Commission of the State of New 
York) under the heading of “fouls,” 
aays: 
“Butting with the head or 

shoulder, or using the knee.” 

Meaning that these didoes are 
fouls. 

All right, then, why don’t they en- 
force it? , 

The man who gets the “butt” isn’t 
to blame, yet he always isk the one 
penalized. 

Sometimes, of course, the “butt” 
may be accidental, but the rules 
take no cognizance of accidental 
fouls. A foul is a foul, and that’s 
all there is to it. 

In New York State, where low 
punches are not recognized as fouls, 
there is none the less a rule that a 
fighter who punches low shall have 
the round in which the low punches 
fall scored against him. They may 
be accidental low punches, but the 
offender loses the round just the 
same. 

It is a very ridiculous ruling, to 
be sure, when you consider that if 
one of the low punches should in- 
capacitate him from further fight- 
ing, he can be counted out, but 
there it is. They do not even score 
the round in which a man is 
“butted” against the “butter.” 

Victim Always Penalized. 

If a referee, on first inspection, 
does not think the wound caused 
by a “butt” is particularly threat- 
éning, he sometimes lets the fight 
go on. 

Then what happens? 

Then the fighter who has done 


Fight Referees Either Ignore 
- Butting or Penalize the Victim 


Injuries From This Cause Result in Wounds That 
Bleed Freely and Sometimes the Fight Is Stopped 
—the Offender Wins on a “T K O.”

NEW YORK, April é.—If you chance to be a ringworm, you 


have often seen the following situation arise in a ring: ‘ 
A gladiator is “butted” by his opponent, a “butt,” in the ring 
parlance being the act of using the skull a la William Goat, 
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the “butting” promptly aims most 
of his punches at the injured space, 
thus increasing the wound, and the 
blood flow becomes 86 abhorrent 
to the tender-hearted ringsiders 
that they start bawling “stop ‘er.” 

They do not mean stop the blood. 
They mean stop the fight. Their 
cries arouse the referee to a sense 
of duty, and he stops it. But never 
does he stop it in favor of ° the 
wounded gladiator. The verdict al- 
ways goes the other way. 

The report of the result goes out 
over the land as “Smith stopped by 
Jones,” to the great detriment of 
Smith, though I notice that one 
press association has lately taken 
to briefly explaining results of this 
nature, which I consider an emil- 
nently. just attitude. 

Smacksie Maxey an Offender. 

We have had none of those un- 
satisfactory foul finishes per low 
punches in New York State since 
“Big Jim” Farley closed the door 
to the ring swindlers and the ring 
ki-yis with his no-foul rule. 

A couple of disqualifications for 
“butting” would eliminate the Wil- 
liam Goats, too. It might work to 
the disadvantage of an innocent 
“butter” now and then, but it would 
teach him to keep his noggin out 
of the other fellow’s face. These 
“butts” are more intentional than 
you might suspect. 

In any. event, a fight that is 
stopped because of the injury by 
“butting” of one of the gladiators 
shouldn’t be recorded as a “tech- 
nical knockout” against the victim. 
There is no justice in that. 

But we have so many rules to 
which the referees pay not the 
slightest attention that I have no 
idea what I say here will do any 
good.. “Hitting or ‘flicking’ with 
the open glove” is foul, according 
to the New York book; but I have 
recently seen Smacksie Maxie 
Rosenbloom go through 30 cham-

Wilson Mizner’s death here Mon- 
day night of a heart ailment ended 

one of the most varied and bizarre 
careers in fact or fiction. 

He was best known here as a 
movie scenario writer, but before 
he came to Hollywood six years 
ago, he was known from the Klon- 
dike to South America, from San 
Francisco to Broadway. 

Mizner had been an insurance 
salesman, boxer, gold miner, medi- 
cine show actor, gambling -casino 
operator, rubber plantation pro- 
moter, racing stable owner, fight 
manager, hotel operator, art gal- 
lery operator, playwright, Florida 
real estate promoter and movie 
actor. 

As a wit and writer of smart dia- 
logue for - the movies, Mizner’s 
name was a by-word in Hollywood. 

He was given to elaborate pranks. 
Once he drove up with Cecille 
Evans of the movies to a dignified 
film premiere in a dilapidated 
small automobile and flabbergasted 
the theater door man by giving him 
the car as a tip. 

As a playwright his greatest suc- 
cesses were written.in collaboration 
with Paul Armstrong. They were: 
“Alias Jimmy ~-Valentine,” “The 
Deep Purple” and “The Grey- 
hound.” 

For two years Mizner was man- 
ager for Stanley Ketchell, middle- 
weight boxing champion of the 
world, who was shot to death at 
Conway, Mo., in 1910. 

In 1916 Mizner opened a gambling 
house at Lynbrook, Long Island, 
was arrested in a raid, pleaded guil- 
ty, paid a $5000 fine and was par- 
doned from a prison sentence. 

Mizner married Mrs. Charles T. 
Yerkes, widow of the multi-million- 
aire Chicago and London traction 
magnate, in 1906, but the romance 
ended in divorce in a little more 
than a year. 

Mizner began his career as an in- 
surance salesman in San Francisco. 
He boxed as an amateur and pro- 
fessional but broke both thumbs. 
He became a wharfinger at Benicia, 
where he was born, but his family 
sent him to the North Star gold 
mine in Grass Valley, Cal. There, 
young Mizner ran away to Spokane, 
Wash., and joined a medicine show 
troupe. 

Later, Mizner and his brother, 


Edgar, went to Alaska just at the 
beginning of the historic Klondike

gold rush. Wilson became cashier 
at the Monte Carlo gambling casino 
at the settlement which later be- 
came Dawson. He weighed the 
gold. 

After prospecting and operating 
a gambling house at Nome, Mizner 
went back to San Francisco in 1901 
and became well known as a China- 
town guide. He went to New York 
with James George and started a

Mr. O’Brien, a bachelor, 65 years 
old, had lived in the house on.Jef- 
ferson avenue tor many years with 
his brother, William, who survives. 
The body is at the Cullen & Kelley 
undertaking establishment, 1416 
North Taylor avenue. 

Funeral services will be held Sat- 
urday morning at 9 o’clock at St. 
Leo’s Catholic Church, Twenty- 
third and Mullanphy streets. 

Mr. O’Brien was a member of the 
House of Delegates, the city’s legis- 
lative body until it was succeeded 
by the Board of Aldermen, from 
1903 to 1907, and served the last 
two years as Speaker. 

In that chair he gained for him- 
self the sobriquet “Frappe” O’Brien, 
which some took to be a reference 
to his coal and ice business, others 
to the icy coldness with which he 
presided over the not infrequently 
unruly deliberations of the House. 
He was 35 years old when he 
entered the House of Delegates and 
had an established business. In 
that office, however, he acquired a 
taste for the law, and began to 
study it. dn 1908 he was graduated 
from Benton College of Law and 
admitted to the bar. For many 


jyears he maintained offices in the 


Fullerton Building. He was an un- 
successful Democratic candidate 
for Circuit Judge in 1917.

Back in New York in 1903, he 
purchased a string of race horses. 
Later he became a bookmaker and 
then operator of Hotel Rand in 
New York for a wealthy young 
man.

CHAPTER FOUR. 


DON’T suppose that the way l 
| triea to dress Franklin was con- 
sistent with other rules that were 
laid down for him. Waving liocks, 
in retrospect, do not really go 
hand-in-hand with the qualities of 
self-reliance and responsibility that 
we tried to foster, and we did in- 
sist that he accept the full re- 
sponsibility not only for his every 
action but for his possessions. 

His dog, for instance. The stipu- 
lation that went with permission 
to accept the gift from his Uncle 
Warren Delano was that he assume 
the entire care of Marksman. He 
was a beautiful red setter and 
about 
wherever he went. I can _ see 
Franklin to this day, carefully 
picking his steps as he carried the 
puppys dinner down to the barn 
faithfully every day. 

And no one knew better than I 
what a time Franklin had in hid- 
ing the self-consciousness he felt 
when he spoke to any one other 
than the members of the immediate 
family. Of course, this was true 
less of the boys at the stable be- 
cause they had a subject they both 
loved in common—the horses. For 
when Franklin was given his first 
pony it was also with the under- 
standing that looking after it was 
his own particular chore. But in 
a realm where little boys are often 
entirely at home—to the extent in- 
deed of being a nuisance—he never 
felt at ease. When I made the 
rounds of the house each morning 
he would go with me, _ trotting 
along and chatting over his small 
affairs. But when he reached the 
kitchen, he was always stricken 
dumb. He could hardly be pre- 
vailed upon to step over the thresh- 
old, so shy was he, and he was 
safely behind me when he did, 
hanging his head and rolling his 
eyes at the fat, good-natured 
French cook who tried to coax him 
out with little broken English en- 
dearments. He would not speak a 
word though, and always seemed 
relieved when he left that strange 
and for some reason awe-insp'rin; 
territory. 


Even a proffered cookie jar, often 
the “open Sesame” toa child’s 
heart, did not succeed in over- 
coming his timidity among people. 
He was never a boy who could be 
bribed into good behavior by the 
promise of candy or cake. And 
even if he had been, I am afraid 
he would have found very little 
encouragement on that score from 
us. He did not consume a great 
deal of food, but he ate enough and 
was not “tempery” about his 
meals. He had no great sweet 
tooth and did not tease for candy—

If any outside 
agency could be said to have been 
responsible for this quality it was 
his father, who believed in keeping 
Franklin’s mind on nice things, on 
a high level; yet he did it in such 
a way that Franklin never realized 
that he was following any bent but 
his own.

N consequence, the inclinations 
JFranktin developed, even the sub- 

jects that intrigued him most, 
sprang into being as the subcon- 
scious result of seeds that were 
paternally sown. As time went on 
he acquired a remarkable flair for 
geography. This he attributed 
largely to his interest in stamp 
collecting, a tendency that orig- 
inated with him, but which was 
fostered and enjoyed by his father, 
who often joined in the quest for 
some particularily obscure stamp 
that was missing. 

Franklin worked on his collec- 
tion most often after supper, and 
while he lay sprawled on his tum- 
my, sorting and pasting, I usually 
read aloud to him as he puttered. 
On one particular evening when he 
seemed less interested in the sound 
of my voice than usual, I put down 
the book of stories, and said: 

“Franklin, I don’t think there is 
any point in my reading to you any 
more. You don’t hear me anyway.” 

Franklin looked up, a whimsical 
smile on his face, and a mischiev- 
ous glint in his eyes, and, much to 
my surprise, quoted verbatim the 
whole last paragraph of the essay 
I had been reading. 

When I expressed what I felt 
was a very natural surprise at his 
ability to do so, he replied: 

“Why, Mom, I would be ashamed

of myself if I couldn’t do at least 
two things at once.” 

I think myself that his uncanny 
sense of direction may have result- 
ed as much from the amount we 
traveled as it did from his absorp- 
tion in stamps. He used to keep 
his little face plastered against the 
window of the railway carriage, as 
we sped along, tearing himself away 
from the view only long enough to 
wriggle with embarrassment and 
disapproval whenever he heard me 
talking to the nice strangers who 
from time to time shared compart- 
ments with us. When, eventually, 
he might warm up and join in a 
conversation without quite knowing 
that he had, he always made an 
excellent impression. It was hard 
for people to believe that he had 
never been to school, and they mar- 
veled at his grasp of subjects that 
did not ordinarily interest children 


as young as he.

HOUGH Franklin’s educational 
T progress had easily kept pace 

with that of boys who had been 
sent to school at a much earlier 
age, in the end we realized, as we 
knew we would in the beginning, 
that the time had come when we 
could no longer allow our desire to 
keep him with us to limit his scope 
of experiences. That it was only 
fair to the boy to send him out into 
a world whose boundaries were not 
limited by the barriers the very in- 
tensity of our devotion imposed; 
where he might meet, not one or 
two, but many boys of his own 
age, with whom he might exchange 
ideas and form friendships that 
would endure through time. 

So on that day of days that had 
been so long in contemplation, our 
neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Rogers, 
took Edmund, and with Franklin 
we set out, the six of us, for Groton 
School, where he was to spend the 
next four years of his life. And 
when school opened the next morn- 
ing, we turned over to the head 
master there a white-faced little 
boy whose pride kept him from ad- 
mitting that he carried a heavy 
heart and whose parents found the 
parting no éasier to bear. 

Often during the days that fol- 
lowed our trip to Groton where we 
had left Franklin dry-eyed and res- 
olute, if a little tremulous, I thought 
of him sitting quite alone for the 
first time in the tiny cuticle which 
for the next four years he was to 
call home. However, my concern 
over his reaction to the severity of 
his new surroundings was entirely 
wasted, for he reveled in the sim- 
plicity of his dormitory room. His 
bed, chair, and bureau were his 
castle, and no feudal lord was ever 
prouder to have anything for his 
own.

It 
was no time at all, I am told, after 
he was thrown with boys of his 
own age that his timidity went out 
like ice in a spring flood. Almost 
overnight he became sociable and 
gregarious and entered with the 
frankest enjoyment into every kind 
of school activity. 

Whether he excelled at what he 
tackled or whether he met with in- 
different success had little or no 
influence upon his enthusiasm for 
the project. He had a hearty inter- 
est in all sorts of games, but did 
not play any of them conspicuously 
well He went out for football, 
baseball and track, but did not, I 
believe, make the first teams. I 
know that he became manager of 
the baseball team, which seemed a 
very high-sounding position to my 
uninformed view, but, ‘from what 
my grandchildren tell me, it is an 
ignominious chore which consists 
principally of taking charge of the 
uniforms, getting out early on the 
ball field to mark off the necessary 
white lines with the paint ma- 
chine, and exhorting the players to 
do their best—knowing full well 
that they place no value on the 
manager's opinion. 

He did very well at his studies, 
but was far from being a prod- 
igy. He had his little triumphs 
when as a member of the de- 
bating team, his side won; 
but he had his failures, too. And 
what ambitious subjects those 
youngsters undertook to settle! One 
time the discussion hinged on 
whether capital punishment should 
be abolished.

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ACTOR NEEDS an AUDIENCE, Says Leo Carrillo 


he is that Italian actor. I've 
seen him lots of times, on the 
stage and in the movies.” 

That is the usual response when 
the name of the veteran actor who 
is appearing in St. Louis in a stage 
production of “Lombardi, Ltd.,” is 
mentioned, and when objection is 
made to his being Italian, the stock 
answer is: “Well, he usually takes 
Italian parts.” 

Which may well be taken as an 
indication. of how much better 
Carrillo is known in character than 
as a private individual; how well 
he fills the parts he takes, since 
his audience mistakenly surmises 
that he must be off stage what he 
is on. For Carrillo is an American 
of long standing. As a Californian, 
he can high-hat the whole lot of 
“native sons” as being mere par- 
venu native sons. 

A Carrillo settled in California 
when Europe still thought’ that 
“Terrestial Paradise” was a group 
of islands; a Carrillo, Hidalgo of 
Spain, was California’s first provi- 
sional Governor under Carlos III; 
a Senora Carrillo, great-grandmcth- 
er of the present Leo, made the 
first American flag for Capt. Rob- 
ert Stockton, when the State was 
taken over from Mexico. Early 
members of the Carrillo family 
traveled around Cape Horn to be 
educated ik New England, with the 
exception of Leo’s father, who went 
by way of Panama, riding a horse 
across the isthmus between ships. 


Leo Carrillo himself was born in 
Los Angeles, in the Spanish section 
where, he announces with pride, 
there is now a theater named for 
him. Part of his early life was 
spent on the ancestral haciendas 
that dated bac*- to the early eigh- 
teenth century, and which were lost 
to the family by fairly recent re- 
verses. The reverses came suffi- 
ciently late to permit Leo being 
educated for an engineering car- 
reer, but too soon to permit him to 
enter the profession under very fa- 
vorable auspices. While still com- 
paratively a youth he was forced to 
find work, and ‘ound it in the 
harsh surroundings of a Nevada 
engineering camp. 

He stuck to that for a short time, 
but having discovered a knack for

cartooning, he saved up his pennies- 


and went to art school. A place on 
a Los Angeles newspaper doing 
human interest stuff—illustrated 
stories about unusual persons and 
things—followed.

Yet 10 yeascs or 
more ago he already was well 
known as a character actor, had 
spent two years in Australia knew 
every part in dozens of plays. 


He has been in St. Louis several 
times in the past, in vaudeville and 
stage productions—movies can 
scarcely be counted, He does nu" re- 
call the dates, but believes the most 
recent appearance, aside from a 
short visit with a group of Holly- 
wood actors this past winter, wasa 
few years ago at the Orpheum, in 
vaudeville. His act was to go 
through an act of a play, taking all 
the parts.

His most pleasant recollections of 
St. Louis, he says, are based on two 
widely different experiences.

complex so many of us suffer 
from,” he says. “Appearing before 
groups of people, talking to them, 
getting accustomed to them, brings 
out a young person’s courage. We 
should not let experience alone 
break down our inferiority, our 
fear. I think that fear of the 
world, of people, of our ability, is 
the most dangerous thing in the 
world.” | 

It restores the human element, he 
thinks, and people have already lost 
too much of that. Our civilization 
is becoming too stagnant through 
the loss; he is glad that beer is to 
be restored, for he believes that will 
burst “one of the shackles” on hu- 
man contacts, even though he 
neither drinks nor smokes.

E has gréat faith in the thea- 
ter for restoring the human ele- 
ment, even concedes that the 
movies will help, for he believes that 
they will have to get around to 
using actors educated to the thea- 
ter, not merely cast for looks. Terse- 
ly, however, he characterized “audi- 
ble pictures” as “something that has 
been removed from a photograph 
gallery to the theater.”

He himself does not have to 
rehearse; he knows every line of 
every play, can pick up any part 
any time and place. When mem- 
bers of his supporting cast g0 
through their lines, he goes through 
the line also; does the parts to ex- 
plain exactly how it should be done 
to get the maximum response from 
the audience, 

“No, no, not that way!” he ex-

“Aren’t you thrilled to death over 
the proposal—or have you changed 
your mind?” and he does the part 
himself in a most convincing man- 
ner. :

They 
really are grand, and actors are so 
sensitive. Only I have played in 
this thousands of times, and I know 
just what the audience wants, just 
where to stop the suspense.”

Attitudes Toward Disease 


T is said that a physician at- 

tached to the children’s service 

of a department of health in one 
of our large cities urged the mother 
of several young children to safe- 
guard their health by taking ad- 
vantage of the available medical 
services. 

The woman listened attentively 
and replied, “Young man, I have 
buried more children than you will 
ever have, and you can’t tell me 
how to take care of my children, 
If the Lord wants them to live, 
they will live, and if not, there is 
nothing we can do about it.” 

This not uncommon fatalistic at- 
titude appears irreverent, and it is 
certainly unwise to charge disease 
against fate or the Creator. This 
attitude is an open invitation to 
disaster and encouragement to neg- 
lect of even the most elemental hy- 
gienic considerations. 

It is true that man must take his 
chances with misfortune, but this 
does not relieve him of all respon- 
sibility for the exercise of every 
precaution as to diet, exposure to 
the elements, contacts with disease 
carriers and other menaces to good 
health. 

It ts not a matter of pure and 
simple fate as to whether a child 
suffers rickets, diphtheria, or other 
serious diseases due to germ infec- 
tions. 

Science has taught us how to 
prevent these conditions. . The 
means are at our command and if 
we fail to take advantage of them, 
er Bs see but we are to blame.
